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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH, 

The  only  contagious  disease  that  has  called  for  ac- 
tion by  the  Board  of  Heath  during  the  past  year  has  been 
Tuberculosis.  Two  deaths  have  occurred  from  this  dis- 
ease during  the  year,  one  in  April  and  the  other  in  July. 

The  houses  in  which  these  deaths  occurred  were 
promptly  and  thoroughly  disinfected  as  required  by  the 
laws  of  the  state.  No  other  cases  of  contagious  disease 
have  come  to  our  knowledge. 

We  have  been  called  upon  to  have  several  samples 
of  water  analyzed  by  the  State  Laboratory   of  Hygiene. 

Our  attention  has  also  been  called  to  several  instances 
where  such  unclean  and  unsanitary  conditions  have  ex- 
isted around  and  about  private  dwellings,  as  to  be  a  men- 
ace to  the  health  of  the  occupants,  and  those  residing 
near  by.  All  such  conditions  should  be  promptly  report- 
ed to  the  Board  of  Health.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BOARD, 

For  the  Year  ending  July  15,  1906. 

The  schools  have  been  thirty  weeks  in  length,  with 
the  exception  of  Nos.  3  and  9.  These  were  closed  for 
lack  of  scholars  in  attendance.  While  there  were  enough 
in  the  district,  the  parents  did  not  see  fit  to  send  them, 
and  the  school  board  did  not  enforce  the  truant  law  which 
has  not  been  the  practice  in  this  town,  but  it  looks  to  the 
board  as  if  it  wTould  have  to  be  done  if  the  parents  do  not 
see  fit  to  send  the  scholars  more  regularly.  There  has 
been  about  65  cases  of  tardiness,  and  you  will  see  by  the 
statistical  table  that  the  attendance  is  not  what  it  should 
be.  We  feel  that  the  parents  are  in  a  great  measure  to 
blame  for  this  state  of  affairs.  The  teachers,  for  the  most 
part,  have  been  good,  and  where  they  have  not  done  good 
work,  we  feel  that  it  is  fully  as  much  the  parent's  fault 
as  the  teacher's.  You  must  remember  that  no  teacher, 
however  good,  can  make  a  school  a  success  unless  she 
has  the  support  of  the  parents,  and  it  has  been  an  expe- 
rience that  where  they  have  had  it,  we  have  had  good 
schools.  There  has  been  but  few  changes  made  in  text 
books  this  year,  quite  a  number  of  the  books  have  been 
used  several  years  and  are  in  bad  condition.  More  mon- 
ey will  have  to  be  spent  on  books  the  coming  year  than 
this  year.  The  school  houses  are  in  very  good  repair  ; 
they  were  painted  and  papered  inside  this  year. 

The  coming  year,  it  looks  now  as  if  it,  would  be 
necessary  to  have  one  more  school.  There  are  a  num- 
ber of  scholars  near  the  schoolhouse  in  No.  8,  and  we 
think  that  it  would  be  best  to  have  a  school  there,  but 
there  will  have  to  be  schools  in  all  the  houses  that  have 
had  them  this  year.  We  would  recommend  that  the 
same  sums  of  money  be  raised  for  schools  as  was  raised 
last  year.  We  have  some  money  left  this  year,  but  with 
one  more  school  we  think  it  would  be  best  to  raise  as 
much  as  we  have  for  the  last  few  years.
